THE STATE MATTER.

The Constitutional Conyention
has held another session and brought
its business down to date. It is the
right kind of pluck that actuate: the
members, It is approaching two
years since the convention was
organized and entered upon its
duties of framing & constitution for
the future State of Utah,and urging
the admission ef the Terrilory into
the ©nion. The labor imposed upon
the members has been orduous, and
the work has necessarily involved
the loss of time, as well as a good
deal of expense. A sense of daty
and a feeling of patriotism only
could have kept the Cenvention
glive these two years, and main-
tained the interest in the scheme.
The members are entitled to the
gratitude of the peeple in whose be-
half they are laboring and for whom
they are making no inconsiderable
gacrifice of time and money.

There was good fortune in the
selection eof delegates fo the
Convention. If WUtah gets into
the Unior it must be by
persistent appeals and intel-
ligent, well-directed effort. If we
were to lie back and permit things
to take their own slow course,
doomsday might come before state-
hood. We must keep knocking at
the door, and urging our claims,
giving Congress neither peace nor
rest until our rights are conceded
and justice is done. If we were to
do nothing it might never occur to
the powers that be that out here in
the mountains is a thrifty, progres—
give, prosperous colony of hardy, in-

dustrious, intelligent men and
women that should be heard and
heeded.

It is understood that the Wash-
ington delegates will return to the
capital next winter and continue
their representations and appeals.
Under existing circumstances they
can feel very little encouragement,
as the chances are largely against
the suceess of their mission, At the
gsame time itis proper that the ef~
fort should be made, and it is pleas-
ing to know there are men patriotic
enough for the undertaking.

Herr LAsxer, the German
statesman who is at presenl travel-
ing in this country, has found a
danger that never suggested itself
to anybody here., The peril comes
from the consider=tion of American
men for women. Larker says:

1 fnd that the women in America are
generally mach better educated than the
men. 1t is & question in my mind
whether this is for the best, and whether
it would be wise to educate sD Wo-
men to such an extent. Most men have
no lime to devote to books. They are
engaged in their various bread-winping
Ennuiu. while women bave many leisure

ours in which to obtain culture. They
thus become intalleclusily superior io
the men, and will acquire too much
power,

The idea that thére can be
danger from women knowing
too much will strike Americans
a3 a decidedly original suggestion
and one that is broadly and entirely
ridiculous. Education from the be-
ginning has been the chief aim of
Americans, who imagine there is
more safety and strength in knowls
edge and learning than In bajonets
and armies. The distinguished Ger-
man suggests that “itis not good for
the community that woman should
acquire power by being better edus
cated than man.” It isnot quite true
that American women are better
educated than American men, but if
they were, It might well be doubted
that there would be danger in the
gircumstiance, Herr Lasker, while
atltempting to criticise in this mat«
ter, really paysa high compliment
to America’s grand plan of opening
the way to success to every woman
who cares for intellectual advance~

IN RECKONING - longitude the
British measure from Greenwich,
the Americans both the Washington
and Greenwich meridians, the
French the meridian of Paris, and
the Germans etill cling to the old
meridian which before the days of
Columbus was regarded as the edge
of the world, but which is now the
line of demarcation-between the
two hemispheres, twenty degrees
west of Greenwich. On the 15th
instant the geodetic commission will
meet in Rome for the -purpose of
discussing the feasibility of agree-
jng upon a prime m ridian from
which all nations may reckon in
arriving at longitude. The necessity
for such an agreement is apparent,
as there is endless confusion under
the present lack of system. It
will be difficult, however, to
ssttle upon & prime meridian, as na-
tional pride will prevent the sur-
render of their standards by the
respective governments. It is too
much to expect that the stubborn
and tenacious British will ever con-
sent to yield Greenwich, and recken
from Paris, Washington or else-
where; and who could imagine the
French would give up their own
meridian for the English much less
for that of the Germans ?

A NEw York manufacturer who
employs 500 men, was recently be-
fore the Senate committee on labor
and educalion, when he tock ocea-
sion to illusirate the value of the
newspaper. He said that since he
left schoel he had not read many
books, but he had been a close ob~
server of men, and regularly read
the newspapers. He had acquired a
general knowledge of literature, as
well as the news of the day, and
found that the paper was indispen-
sable to the practical man., ‘If I
were the boss of public schools,”
said be, “I would have the newspa-
pers read every day in all the
schools,”” This is the testimeny of
intelligent business men everys
where. The newspaper is the great
educator and entertainer of the

people,

TwELVE MORE of the vessels that
went to make up the United States
navy have been sold to the junk
dealers. All but one of the fleet
that was offered brought the ap-
praised value, the Florida being the
exception. Nobcdy would bid the
$00,000 that was placed upon the
vessel as the minimum price for
which it could be knocked down. A
new appraisement will have to be
made and another attempt to get rid
of it to some dealer in old iron. The
Florida cost the people about $2,-
009,000, and is worth only what it
will bring for kindling wood and
scrap iron. America’s naval ex-
perience under republican rule is
something of which nobody ean be
proud.

PERHAPS THE body of mimsters
who devoted a half hour on Tues-
day morning in prayer for the suc-
ceas of the prohibition causein Qhio
and Towa may learn that they be-
gan the campaign too late in the
day. 1tis quite probable that be-
fore the prayers ascended all the
voters had made up their minds how
they would vote, and perhaps ffty
per cent. of the ballots had been
cast. If it should happen that the
ministerial jappeals were not suc.
cessful, tha council should attribute
the failure to their own delay.
Electioneering must be done in
geason,
